Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Tenth  Report  on  the  Medical  Inspection  of  the  children  attending  our 
Public  Elementary  Schools,  which  I submit  herewith,  is  as  short  an  account  of 
the  year’s  work  as  could  be  prepared  compatible  with  completeness  of 
important  records.  Though  greatly  curtailed,  I have  endeavoured  to  include 
a note  on  all  essential  matters. 

The  association  of  District  Nurses  in  our  work  has  enabled  closer  contact 
to  be  kept  with  many  of  our  schools,  and  as  a result  of  our  experience  the 
advantages  it  was  hoped  would  be  found  have  been  realised  even  more  fully 
than  was  anticipated.  With  the  assistance  of  the  County  Nurses,  they  have 
gained  knowledge  of  the  work  and  methods  which  should  render  their 
assistance  of  increasing  value,  and  doubtless  other  directions  will  be  found  in 
which  it  will  be  useful. 

The  Scheme  for  Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment  (see  p.  11)  continues  to 
receive  very  great  appreciation,  but  it  is  scarcely  satisfactory  that  in  spite  of 
all  our  elforts  not  much  more  than  half  of  the  children  receive  the  treatment 
they  require.  A great  extension  in  the  powers  of  the  Committee  in  giving 
treatment  is  probably  to  be  expected  as  a result  of  the  Education  Bill  now 
before  Parliament,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that,  as  an  outcome,  it  may  prove 
practicable  to  provide  treatment  for  many  conditions  from  which  children  are 
found  to  be  suffering  and  that,  at  an  early  stage,  in  time  to  prevent  permanent 
deleterious  effects.  Meanwhile  much  useful  work  has  been  done  through 
existing  agencies,  and  that  the  results  are  as  good  as  they  are,  must  be 
attributed  to  the  steady  and  persistent  efforts  of  those  who  follow-up  the 
cases  -the  Nurses  and  the  members  of  the  Children's  Care  Committees  whose 
assistance  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Education  Committee.

The  Medical  Stall;  during  1917  was  the  same  as  at  the  end 
of  1916,  namely:  — 

Dr.  T.  F.  H.  Blake — whole  time. 

Dr.  R.  Green — part  time. 

Dr.  Sarah  Wilson — half  time. 

The  Nursing  Staff  was  also  the  same  except  that  one  of  the 
County  Nurses,  Miss  Dyer,  was  released  temporarily  for  further 
training;  her  place  was  taken  by  Miss  Jean  I.  McLauchlan, 
who  commenced  her  duties  on  30th  July,  1917.  There  were 
also  certain  changes  among  the  District  Nurses.  The  number 
of  Nurses  employed  at  the  Schools  at  the  end  of  1917  were:  — 

County  Nurses — 7.  District  Nurses- — 79. 

On  the  whole,  the  latter  have  taken  to  the  new  duties  even 
more  satisfactorily  than  might  have  been  anticipated  and,  con- 
sidering the  more  or  less  unpleasant  character  of  the  duties  in 
connection  with  inspection  of  children’s  heads  for  pediculosis, 
with  extremely  little  friction.  They  have  the  advantage  of 
being  able  to  consult  with  the  County  Nurses  in  their  respective 
ai’eas  in  any  case  of  difficulty,  and  the  general  arrangements 
appear  to  be  very  satisfactory. 


Scope  of  Work. 

As  during  the  greater  part  of  1916,  the  Medical  Staff  has 
been  sufficient  only  for  the  examination  of  “ entrants  ” among 
code  groups  (with  the  addition  of  “ leavers  ” in  Dr.  Green’s 
area),  a few  *'  intermediates  ” and  also  for  the  examination  and 
re-examination  of  “ ailing  ” children.  The  total  number  of 
children  examined  in  the  calendar  year  was  11,410,  nearly  500 
more  than  in  1916. 
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The  actual  numbers  of  children  examined  during  the  ninth 
round  of  the  schools  with  which  this  Report  more  particularly 
deals  were: —

Appliances. 

The  usual  testing-  of  the  steel-yards  used  for  weighing*  the 
children  was  made  in  August,  1917;  only  two  or  three  minor 
adjustments  were  found  necessary. 

Condition  of  the  Children. 

General. 

The  summary  of  the  findings  of  the  School  Medical  In- 
spectors is  given  in  Table  II.  at.  the  end  of  this  Report  and 
further  details  in  Table  II.  (A).  The  summary  of  the  results 
of  re-examinations  shown  in  Table  IV.  gives  detailed  inform- 
ation as  to  the  treatment  of  defects  reported  on  previous 
examinations. 

The  proportion  of  the  5,481  children  examined  and  classed 
as  “normal  ” was  59.0  °/0  which  is  below  the  figure  for  1915-16 
(64.5  o/o)  but,  with  that  exception,  higher  than  in  any  previous 
year  and  considerably  above  the  seven  years’  average,  43.9  o/0. 


Nutrition. 


In  view  of  the  circumstances  of  the  present  time  the  records 
for  1916-17  were  closely  examined  with  a view  to  seeing  if 
there  was  any  evidence  of  effect  on  the  children  of  the  altered 
conditions.  From  the  table  of  heights  and  weights  (Table  A) 
it  will  be  observed  that  up  to  about  10  years  the  1916-17  chil- 
dren are  slightly  higher  than  the  average  and  that  above  10 
years  the  1916-17  heights  are  slightly  less  than  the  average; 
as  regards  the  weights,  up  to  about  8 or  9 years  the  1916-17 
children  seem  to  be  about  half  a pound  below  the  average  (the 
difference  for  girls  being  more  marked  than  for  boys),  then 
slightly  above  the  average  for  a year  or  two,  and  from  10 
years  old  below  the  average.  The  numbers  of  children  weighed 
and  measured  are  comparatively  small  above  the  ago  of  6 years 
and  probably  little  reliance  should  be  placed  on  the  differences, 
but  it  is  interesting  that  though  the  numbers  at  higher  ages 

are  small,  the  averages  for  both  boys  and  girls  tend  in  the 

same  direction. 

At  the  time  of  the  examination  each  Medical  Inspector 
notes  his  general  impression  of  the  nutrition  of  each  child;  the 
results,  of  course,  largely  depend  on  the  personal  equation 
of  the  Inspectors  and  vary  greatly  from  year  to  year,  but  the 
averages  form  a rough  guide  as  to  the  general  development 
of  the  different  groups  of  children.  Comparing  the  records  for 
1916-17  with  those  for  previous  years,  it  is  seen  that  during 

the  last  year  far  larger  numbers  of  children  have  been  classed 

as  above  and  below  the  average  than  in  the  previous  six  years, 
when  the  numbers  grouped  as  normal  were  very  much  larger. 
Comparing  the  latest  results  with  the  averages  for  the  previous 
eight  years:  —

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From  the  above  it  would  appear  that  the  Medical  Inspectors 
have  formed  a favourable  opinion  of  the  general  development 
of  the  children  examined  during  1916-17,  the  only  group  in 
which  the  proportion  below  normal  was  higher  being  male 
“ entrants.”  This  general  conclusion  holds  good  also  if  the 
1916-17  figures  are  compared  with  the  rates  for  eacli  of  the 
two  previous  years. 

To  sum  up  briefly,  ivliile  the  weights  of  the  children  in 
1916-17  were,  if  anything,  slightly  lower  than  the  average,  their 
general  nutrition  struck  the  Medical  Inspectors  favourably  and 
there  is  little  evidence  of  deleterious  effects  from  the  circum- 
stances of  the  last  two  or  three  years. 

Other  Physical  Conditions. 

As  regards  other  conditions  there  is  little  unusual  to  note 
except  that  the  children  examined  during  1916-17  appeared  to 
suffer  less  from  defects  of  eye-sight,  and  that  there  were  more 
cases  of  throat  trouble  and  ear  discharge  amongst  the  “ en- 
trants ” with  accompanying  defective  hearing. 

As  a general  result  of  the  inspection  conducted  in  the  eight 
years,  1909-16,  the  following  were  the  proportions  per  1,000 
children  having  the  defects  named:- — rickets,  6;  skin  disease, 
9;  enlarged  tonsils,  150;  adenoids,  50;  defective  vision — slight 
85,  severe  50;  ear  discharge,  18;  defective  hearing — slight 
13,  severe  5;  disease  of  lungs,  9;  goitre,  12;  anaemia,  14;  and 
valvular  disease  of  the  heart,  20. 

Geographical  Distribution  of  Defects. 

An  analysis  has  been  undertaken  to  determine  if  evidence 
was  forthcoming  as  to  children  in  one  part  of  the  County  being 
more  liable  to  defects  than  in  another.  Taking  the  County  as 
a whole,  of  the  44,552  children  on  the  register  special  cards 
have  been  provided  for  6,374,  14.3  %,  on  account  of  some 
defect  or  other,  i.e.,  one  for  every  seventh  child.  It  is  found 
that  the  proportion  varies  from  1 in  10  in  Ivingswood  to  1 in 
5 in  Coleford,  and  further  that,  almost  without  exception,  all 
the  districts  on  the  west  of  the  Severn  have  a higher  proportion 
of  defective  children  than  the  average.  When  the  findings  of 
the  School  Dentist  are  similarly  summarised,  it  is  seen  that  the 
children  in  the  same  area  are  more  liable  to  defects  of  the  teeth 
than  the  average.  Further,  some  years  ago  it  was  noted  that 
the  children  in  the  Forest  of  Dean  (included  in  this  area)  were 
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slightly  less  in  height  and  weight  than  the  children  in  the  re- 
mainder of  the  County.  The  areas  in  which  the  proportion  of 
children  with  defects  is  low  are  not  so  clearly  indicated,  hut 
the  districts  in  the  south  and  east  of  the  County  appear  to 
present  more  favourable  results. 


Proportions  of  Various  Defects. 


The  conditions  leading  the  Medical  Inspectors  to  provide 
special  cards  for  children  are  mainly  defects  of  the  nose  and 
throat,  vision,  low  nutrition  and  skin  affections.  The  actual

It  appears  that  the  average  number  of  defects  per  child  is 
1.4,  i.e.,  of  every  5 children  2 suffer  from  2 defective  condi- 
tions. 

Cleanliness  of  Children. 

The  results  of  the  examination  of  the  heads  of  the  children 
are  given  in  Table  B.  Altogether  22,192  children  attending 
249  departments  were  examined  and  the  total  numbers  of  ex- 
aminations made  by  the  County  and  District  Nurses  was  31,197, 
and  of  the  notices  sent  to  the  parents  of  infected  children  8,576. 

The  causes  of  this  trouble  are  so  intimately  associated  with 
home  conditions  that  in  spite  of  the  attention  given  to  tiro 
matter  during  the  past  nine  years,  and  especially  the  last  three 
or  four  years,  the  proportion  of  children  found  to  bo  infected 


in 


with  this  objectionable  condition  is  still  about  one-half  of  what 
it  was  when  the  work  was  commenced,  and  last  year  nearly 
1G  o/0  were  reported  as  so  infected.  As  frequently  mentioned, 
however,  the  degree  of  infection  is  less  than  formerly. 

In  my  last  Report  it  was  noted  that  there  appeared  to  be 
indication  of  greater  improvement  in  this  respect  among  “ en- 
trants ” than  among  “ leavers,”  but  in  1917  the  proportion  of 
infected  “entrants  ” increased  while  that  of  “ leavers  ” decreased. 
On  the  whole  the  records  for  1917  were  slightly  less  satis- 
factory than  in  the  previous  year  and  clearly  evidence  the 
necessity  of  continuing  our  efforts,  and — if  possible — of  finding 
some  way  of  making  them  more  effective.  The  great  difficulty, 
as  already  mentioned,  is  that  this  condition  is  in  very  great 
measure  only  an  index  of  the  state  of  the  homes,  and  much 
more  marked  improvement  than  we  have  already  succeeded  in 
effecting  will  probably  not  be  perceptible  until  we  have  been 
able  to  create  such  a strong  public  opinion  in  the  schools 
that  it  is  carried  into  the  homes. 

Following-up  of  Children  requiring  special  attention. 

The  present  arrangements  for  the  following-up  of  cases 
were  outlined  in  mv  last  Report.  The  nursing  staff  now  engaged 
in  the  work  consists  of  seven  whole-time  County  Nurses  and 
79  District  Nurses,  all  of  whom  work  in  close  co-operation  with 
Children’s  Care  Committees  where  these  have  been  formed.  The 
number  of  the  latter  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  22G  for  271 
schools. 

Three  hundred  and  six  reports  were  received  relating  to 
1,793  children  about  three  months  after  the  respective  in- 
spections had  been  conducted.  All  children  for  whom  special 
cards  have  been  provided  are  due  for  re-examination  at  sub- 
sequent visits  of  the  Medical  Inspectors,  and  the  summary  given 
in  the  following  paragraph  and  in  Table  IV.  is  based  on  their 
reports. 

Treatment. 

A comprehensive  scheme  of  treatment  was  considered  by 
the  Committee  in  1913,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  first  instance 
to  carry  out  the  dental  part  of  the  scheme:  on  the  outbreak  of 
war  only  one  of  the  two  School  Dentists  had  been  appointed, 
and,  in  consequence  thereof,  not  only  is  the  dental  scheme 
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still  incomplete  but,  also,  no  stops  have  been  taken  to  give 
effect  to  the  wider  proposals. 

As  a result,  however,  of  the  following-up  of  cases  very  large 
numbers  of  children  receive  treatment  and  in  only  14  o jo  of  the 
3,184  children  on  whom  reports  were  made  by  the  School  Med- 
ical Inspectors  during  191G-17  had  no  treatment  been  given, 
the  lowest  on  record,  the  previous  minimum  having  been  15  °/o 
in  1915-16.  The  number  reported  as  cured  was  729  (22.9  °/o); 
improved  1,44G  (45.4  o/o);  treated  but  not  improved  450  (14.1 
o/o)  ; and  irremediable  109  (8.4  o/o).  As  in  previous  years, 
it  appears  to  be  defective  conditions  of  nose  and  throat,  for 
which  there  is  greatest  difficulty  in  securing  satisfactory  treat- 
ment, the  proportion  untreated  in  1916-17  being  over  one- 
fourth.  Certain  details  will  be  found  in  Table  IV. 

From  the  reports  made  by  Children’s  Care  Committees  and 
the  Nurses  about  three  months  after  the  inspections,  treatment 
had  been  obtained  on  the  children  referred  during  1916-17  for 
nearly  GO  % which  is  slightly  better  than  in  1915-16,  but  in 
less  than  half  of  the  cases  were  the  results  of  the  treatment 
regarded  as  completely  satisfactory.  About  one-third  of  the 
cases  attended  at  hospitals  and  nearly  two-thirds  were  treated 
by  their  usual  medical  attendants.  That  considerable  advan- 
tage has  been  derived  by  children  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
since  medical  inspection  was  commenced  in  this  County,  some 
6,723  to  whom  attention  was  directed  were  later  reported  to 
be  cured  of  the  conditions  for  which  they  were  referred,  an 
average  of  about  840  a year. 


Dental  Treatment. 

During  1917  Mr.  Knowles,  the  School  Dentist,  completed 
the  round  of  the  Schools  with  the  exception  of  seven  scattered 
agricultural  districts,  and  it  is  of  interest  to  note  the  general 
results  which  are  summarised  in  the  following  table:  —

On  the  conclusion  of  these  examinations,  it  was  decided 
that  the  time  of  the  School  Dentist  would  be  most  usefully  em- 
ployed by  concentrating  on  those  areas  in  which  he  could  keep 
children  continuously  under  review  year  by  year,  including 
those  seen  on  previous  occasions.  The  upper  age  period  was 
accordingly  raised  from  8 years  to  10  years.  Only  a com- 
paratively small  number  of  children  had  been  examined  by  the 
end  of  the  year,  but  it  is  of  great  interest  to  note  that  Mr. 
Knowles  found  reason  to  be  well  satisfied  with  the  state  of  the 
teeth  of  the  children  whom  he  had  treated  previously. 

In  his  covering  note  to  the  Tables  D and  E at  the  end  of 
this  Report,  Mr.  Knowles  says: — - 

The  Dental  Work  during  1917  has  been  carried  on  much  on  the  same  lines 
as  in  previous  years,  with  the  exception  that  I have  been  able  to  re-inspect  and 
treat,  if  necessary,  the  children  attending  the  Stroud  Urban  and  Rural  Schools. 

The  number  of  children  examined  is  almost  exactly  the  same  as  last  year, 
but  the  number  treated  is  in  excess  of  last  year,  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  decision 
arrived  at,  viz.,  to  limit  the  work  at  present  to  the  more  accessible  schools. 
Much  more  work  can  be  done  in  a centre  than  having  to  move  about  from 
school  to  school. 

Of  the  children  re-examined,  viz.,  1,094,  I was  more  than  pleased  to  see  a 
great  improvement  in  the  mouth.  Of  this  class  only  32  children  required  any 
extra  treatment.  Another  pleasing  feature  was  that  only  in  four  instances 
where  fillings  had  been  inserted  had  the  teeth  to  be  attended  to  again. 

I have  still  continued  my  addresses  to  the  parents  before  commencing 
inspection  of  the  children,  and  parents  have  attended  well,  and  certainly  take 
a much  greater  interest  in  the  subject. 

I wish  again  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  teachers  and  others  who  have 
been  of  the  greatest  assistance  to  me,  and  at  the  same  time  have  greatly  appre- 
ciated the  work  done  for  their  children.

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Reference  to  the  geographical  distribution  of  districts  with 
high  and  low  proportions  of  children  with  defective  teeth  was 
made  in  an  earlier  paragraph. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  prevalence  of  infectious  diseases  was  even  lower  during 
1917  than  in  the  previous  year,  the  total  number  of  children 
affected  approaching  one-third  what  it  was  in  1915.  This 
is  mainly  due  to  reduction  in  the  numbers  of  cases  of  measles, 
scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  and  mumps  ; German  measles  and 
whooping  cough  showed  increases  on  the  numbers  in  1916. 
Associated  with  the  diminished  prevalence  of  the  diseases 
named,  there  was  a great  reduction  in  the  numbers  of  schools 
elosed  for  short  periods,  from  206  in  1915  and  128  in  1916  to 
79  in  1917,  the  lowest  on  record  with  the  exception  of  1911 
when  the  number  was  73.  The  numbers  of  the  schools  closed 
on  account  of  different  infections  are  given  in  Table  C. 

During  the  year  an  analysis  was  made  of  the  average  attend- 
ance on  the  day  of  closure  of  the  school  and  on  the  day  of  re- 
opening for  the  various  infections;  the  percentage  present  on 
closing  ranged  during  1917  from  52.3  °/o  for  diphtheria  to 
64.4  o/o  for  mumps  for  young  children  (Standard  I.  and  In- 
fants), and  from  55.1  o/0  for  diphtheria  to  82.5  % for  scarlet 
fever  for  older  children  (Standard  IT.  and  upwards).  Es- 
pecially when  cases  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  have  occurred 
the  attendance  drops  very  suddenly.  The  attendance  on  re- 
opening ranged  from  62.4  % (after  whooping  cough)  to  86.0% 
(after  chicken  pox)  for  young  children  and  from  69.9  % (after 
diphtheria)  to  87.1%  (after  scarlet  fever)  for  older  children. 
The  attack-rates  ranged  from  3.6  % for  diphtheria  to  45.8  % 
for  mumps  among  young  children  and  from  2.2  % for  diph- 
theria to  32.5  % for  mumps  among  older  children;  generally 
speaking  the  attack-rate  among  the  younger  is  roughly  double 
that  among  older  children.  This  different  incidence  is  associ- 
ated with  the  proportion  of  children  who  have  already  suffered 
from  the  various  complaints,  and  the  more  effectively  young 
children  are  protected  from  association  with  infection  the  greater 
will  be  the  incidence  later  on,  but  not  in  the  same  numbers  as 
the  individual  resistance  increases  as  the  children  get  older. 

As  regards  infectious  skin  conditions  there  is  a very  distinct 
tendency  for  the  numbers  of  cases  of  ringworm  to  decrease; 
dropping  from  466  in  1911  more  or  less  steadily  to  296  in 
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1917;  a similar  result  is  noticed  also  in  the  proportion  of 
cases  found  by  the  School  Medical  Inspectors  among-  the  chil- 
dren due  for  routine  inspection.  Impetigo  and  scabies,  on  the 
other  hand,  do  not  shew  the  same  tendency  towards  decrease, 
the  actual  numbers  of  cases  during  1917  being  higher  than 
in  recent  vears.

Defective  Children. 


The  numbers  of  children  reported  to  be  blind,  deaf,  physi- 
cally defective  and  mentally  defective  are  given  in  Table  III. 


The  number  in  the  last  group  examined  up  to  the  end  of 
1917  was  251.  After  examination  they  were  classed  as

The  number  already  examined  and  regarded  as  requiring 
special  instruction  is  143  and  it  is  estimated  that  the  total 
number  will  probably  be  about  200.  These  children  art; 
scattered  all  over  the  County  and  in  very  few  areas  would 
there  be  sufficient  to  form  even  a small  special  class;  as  a 
result,  the  only  convenient  manner  of  giving  the  special  in- 
struction is  by  the  provision  of  a special  residential  school. 
Meanwhile  those  children  who  profit  in  some  measure  by  the 
teaching  in  a day  school  and  who  do  not  interfere  seriously 
with  the  instruction  of  the  other  children  are  allowed  to  remain 
in  attendance  at  their  usual  school. 


The  names  of  41  children,  regarded  as  being  unsuitable  for 
instruction  in  a special  school,  have  been  referred  to  the  Joint 
Committee  for  the  Care  of  the  Mentally  Defective.  That  Com- 
mittee experiences  great  difficulty  in  finding  accommodation 
for  cases — especially  those  of  low  grade  as  all  these  are — in 
Institutions,  but  places  were  obtained  for  10  of  them,  three  of 
whom  have  since  died  and  one  was  afterwards  removed  to 
the  County  Asylum.  Five  further  children  have  died,  two 
while  arrangements  were  being  made  for  their  admission  to  an 
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Institution;  one  of  the  remaining'  2G  children  lias  left  the 
County,  23  are  at  home  under  visitation  by  the  County  Nurses 
and  two  remain  for  consideration. 

Phy  sical  Exercises. 

The  children  were  seen  at  their  physical  exercises  by  the 
Medical  Inspectors  at  98  departments,  and  their  general  opinion 
may  be  summarised  in  Dr.  Green’s  words:  — 

“ Physical  exercises  are  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner  and  are  very 
popular  with  the  school  children  and  teachers.  Some  of  the  school  yards  are 
ill-suited  to  this  purpose,  but  the  teachers  make  the  best  of  their  uneven  and 
sloping  yards  as  a rule.” 

In  only  a very  few  instances  was  the  work  described  as  in- 
different, and  in  most  the  performance  of  the  exercises  was 
regarded  as  good  or  very  good.
